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The Canon of the Greek New Testament 
the Word of God 


All English Bibles are a translation of the original language. The Old Testament 
was written in Hebrew and Aramaic. The New Testament was written in koine, 
or “common” Greek. Until about 110 years ago the language of the New 
Testament was thought to be a special form of Greek developed by the apostles 
as they combined their Jewish culture with the Greek language or even a special 
“holy ghost” language only used in writing scripture. But around 1900 the 
increase of the discovery of ancient documents written on papyri and preserved 
in the dry Egyptian climate for 2,000 years from the same time period as the 
writing of the New Testament have shed new light on the Greek language. It 
revealed that the language of the original New Testament documents was the 
Greek used in the streets by common people every day. King James Bible 
translation (1611) remains the most accurate English version, the 
"Statenvertaling" ( also the revised version called NSV) for Dutch speaking 
believers, and Louis Segond versions for the French speaking. 


How did the New Testament itself as a collection of writings come into being? 
Who collected the writings, and on what principles? What circumstances led to 
the fixing of a list, or canon, of authoritative books? 


The historic Christian belief is that the Holy Spirit, who controlled the writing of 
the individual books, also controlled their selection and collection, thus 
continuing to fulfil our Lord's promise that He would guide His disciples into all 
the truth. This, however, is something that is to be discerned by spiritual insight, 
and not by historical research. Our object is to find out what historical research 
reveals about the origin of the New Testament canon. Some will tell us that we 
receive the twenty-seven books of the New Testament on the authority of the 
Church; but even if we do, how did the Church come to recognise these twenty- 
seven and no others as worthy of being placed on a level of inspiration and 
authority with the Old Testament canon? 


The matter is oversimplified in Article VI of the Thirty Nine Articles, when it 
says: 'In the name of the holy Scripture we do understand those canonical Books 
of the Old and New Testament, of whose authority was never any doubt in the 
Church.' For, leaving on one side the question of the Old Testament canon, it is 
not quite accurate to say that there has never been any doubt in the Church of 
any of our New Testament books. A few of the shorter Epistles (e.g. 2 Peter, 2 
and 3 John, James, Jude) and the Revelation were much longer in being 
accepted in some parts than in others; while elsewhere books which we do not 
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now include in the New Testament were received as canonical. Thus the Codex 
Sinaiticus included the 'Epistle of Barnabas’ and the Shepherd of Hermas, a 
Roman work of about AD 110 or earlier, while the Codex Alexandrinus 
included the writings known as the First and Second Epistles of Clement; and 
the inclusion of these works alongside the biblical writings probably indicates 
that they were accorded some degree of canonical status. 


The earliest list of New Testament books of which we have definite knowledge 
was drawn up at Rome by the heretic Marcion about 140. Marcion distinguished 
the inferior Creator-God of the Old Testament from the God and Father revealed 
in Christ, and believed that the Church ought to jettison all that appertained to 
the former. This 'theological anti-semitism’ involved the rejecting not only of the 
entire Old Testament but also of those parts of the New Testament which 
seemed to him to be infected with Judaism. So Marcion's canon consisted of two 
parts: (a) an expurgated edition of the third Gospel, which is the least Jewish of 
the Gospels, being written by the Gentile Luke; and (b) ten of the Pauline 
Epistles (the three 'Pastoral Epistles' being omitted). Marcion's list, however, 
does not represent the current verdict of the Church but a deliberate aberration 
from it. 


Another early list, also of Roman provenance, dated about the end of the second 
century, is that commonly called the 'Muratorian Fragment,’ because it was first 
published in Italy in 1740 by the antiquarian Cardinal L. A. Muratori. It is 
unfortunately mutilated at the beginning, but it evidently mentioned Matthew 
and Mark, because it refers to Luke as the third Gospel; then it mentions John, 
Acts, 'Paul's nine letters to churches and four to individuals (Philemon, Titus, 1 
and 2 Timothy), Jude, two Epistles of John, and the Apocalypse of John and that 
of Peter. The Shepherd of Hermas is mentioned as worthy to be read (i.e. in 
church) but not to be included in the number of prophetic or apostolic writings. 


The first steps in the formation of a canon of authoritative Christian books, 
worthy to stand beside the Old Testament canon, which was the Bible of our 
Lord and His apostles, appear to have been taken about the beginning of the 
second century, when there is evidence for the circulation of two collections of 
Christian writings in the Church. 


At a very early date it appears that the four Gospels were united in one 
collection. They must have been brought together very soon after the writing of 
the Gospel according to John. This fourfold collection was known originally as 
"Ihe Gospel' in the singular, not "The Gospels' in the plural; there was only one 
Gospel, narrated in four records, distinguished as 'according to Matthew,' 
'according to Mark,' and so on. About AD 115 Ignatius, bishop of Antioch, 
refers to "The Gospel' as an authoritative writing, and as he knew more than one 
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of the four 'Gospels' it may well be that by 'The Gospel’ he means the fourfold 
collection which went by that name. 


About AD 170 an Assyrian Christian named Tatian turned the fourfold Gospel 
into a continuous narrative or 'Harmony of the Gospels,’ which for long was the 
favourite if not the official form of the fourfold Gospel in the Assyrian Church. 
It was distinct from the four Gospels in the Old Syriac version. It is not certain 
whether Tatian originally composed his Harmony, usually known as the 
Diatessaron, in Greek or in Syriac; but as it seems to have been compiled at 
Rome its original language was probably Greek, and a fragment of Tatian's 
Diatessaron in Greek was discovered in the year 1933 at Dura-Europos on the 
Euphrates. At any rate, it was given to the Assyrian Christians in a Syriac form 
when Tatian returned home from Rome, and this Syriac Diatessaron remained 
the 'Authorised Version' of the Gospels for them until it was replaced by the 
Peshitta or 'simple' version in the fifth century. 


By the time of Irenaeus, who, though a native of Asia Minor, was bishop of 
Lyons in Gaul about AD 180, the idea of a fourfold Gospel had become so 
axiomatic in the Church at large that he can refer to it as an established and 
recognised fact as obvious as the four cardinal points of the compass or the four 
winds: 


For as there are four quarters of the world in which we live, and four universal 
winds, and as the Church is dispersed over all the earth, and the gospel is the 
pillar and base of the Church and the breath of life, so it is natural that it should 
have four pillars, breathing immortality from every quarter and kindling the life 
of men anew. Whence it is manifest that the Word, the architect of all things, 
who sits upon the cherubim and holds all things together, having been 
manifested to men, has given us the gospel in fourfold form, but held together 
by one Spirit. 


When the four Gospels were gathered together in one volume, it meant the 
severance of the two parts of Luke's history. When Luke and Acts were thus 
separated one or two modifications were apparently introduced into the text at 
the end of Luke and the beginning of Acts. Originally Luke seems to have left 
all mention of the ascension to his second treatise; now the words 'and was 
carried up into heaven' were added in Luke xxiv. 51, to round off the narrative, 
and in consequence 'was taken up' was added in Acts i. 2. Thus the 
inconsistencies which some have detected between the accounts of the ascension 
in Luke and Acts are most likely due to these adjustments made when the two 
books were separated from each other. 


Acts, however, naturally shared the authority and prestige of the third Gospel, 
being the work of the same author, and was apparently received as canonical by 
4 


all except Marcion and his followers. Indeed, Acts occupied a very important 
place in the New Testament canon, being the pivotal book of the New 
Testament, as Harnack called it, since it links the Gospels with the Epistles, and, 
by its record of the conversion, call, and missionary service of Paul, showed 
clearly how real an apostolic authority lay behind the Pauline Epistles. 


The corpus Paulinum, or collection of Paul's writings, was brought together 
about the same time as the collecting of the fourfold Gospel. As the Gospel 
collection was designated by the Greek word Euangelion, so the Pauline 
collection was designated by the one word Apostolos, each letter being 
distinguished as 'To the Romans,’ 'First to the Corinthians,’ and so on. Before 
long, the anonymous Epistle to the Hebrews was bound up with the Pauline 
writings. Acts, as a matter of convenience, came to be bound up with the 
"General Epistles' (those of Peter, James, John and Jude). 


The only books about which there was any substantial doubt after the middle of 
the second century were some of those which come at the end of our New 
Testament. Origen (185-254) mentions the four Gospels, the Acts, the thirteen 
Paulines, 1 Peter, 1 John and Revelation as acknowledged by all; he says that 
Hebrews, 2 Peter, 2 and 3 John, James and Jude, with the 'Epistle of Barnabas,' 
the Shepherd of Hermas, the Didache, and the 'Gospel according to the 
Hebrews,' were disputed by some. Eusebius (c. 265-340) mentions as generally 
acknowledged all the books of our New Testament except James, Jude, 2 Peter, 
2 and 3 John, which were disputed by some, but recognised by the majority. 
Athanasius in 367 lays down the twenty-seven books of our New Testament as 
alone canonical; shortly afterwards Jerome and Augustine followed his example 
in the West. The process farther east took a little longer; it was not until c. 508 
that 2 Peter, 2 and 3 John, Jude and Revelation were included in a version of the 
Syriac Bible in addition to the other twenty two books. 


For various reasons it was necessary for the Church to know exactly what books 
were divinely authoritative. The Gospels, recording 'all that Jesus began both to 
do and to teach,' could not be regarded as one whit lower in authority than the 
Old Testament books. And the teaching of the apostles in the Acts and Epistles 
was regarded as vested with His authority. It was natural, then, to accord to the 
apostolic writings of the new covenant the same degree of homage as was 
already paid to the prophetic writings of the old. Thus Justin Martyr, about AD 
150, classes the 'Memoirs of the Apostles' along with the writings of the 
prophets, saving that both were read in meetings of Christians (Apol i. 67). For 
the Church did not, in spite of the breach with Judaism, repudiate the authority 
of the Old Testament; but, following the example of Christ and His apostles, 
received it as the Word of God. Indeed, so much did they make the Septuagint 
their own that, although it was originally a translation of the Hebrew Scriptures 
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into Greek for Greek-speaking Jews before the time of Christ, the Jews left the 
Septuagint to the Christians, and a fresh Greek version of the Old Testament was 
made for Greek speaking Jews. 


It was specially important to determine which books might be used for the 
establishment of Christian doctrine, and which might most confidently be 
appealed to in disputes with heretics. In particular, when Marcion drew up his 
canon about AD 140, it was necessary for the orthodox churches to know 
exactly what the true canon was, and this helped to speed up a process which 
had already begun. It is wrong, however, to talk or write as if the Church first 
began to draw up a canon after Marcion had published his. 


Other circumstances which demanded clear definition of those books which 
possessed divine authority were the necessity of deciding which books should be 
read in church services (though certain books might be suitable for this purpose 
which could not be used to settle doctrinal questions), and the necessity of 
knowing which books might and might not be handed over on demand to the 
imperial police in times of persecution without incurring the guilt of sacrilege. 


One thing must be emphatically stated. The New Testament books did not 
become authoritative for the Church because they were formally included in a 
canonical list; on the contrary, the Church included them in her canon because 
she already regarded them as divinely inspired, recognising their innate worth 
and general apostolic authority, direct or indirect. The first ecclesiastical 
councils to classify the canonical books were both held in North Africa — at 
Hippo Regius in 393 and at Carthage in 397 — but what these councils did was 
not to impose something new upon the Christian communities but to codify what 
was already the general practice of those communities. 


There are many theological questions arising out of the history of the canon 
which we cannot go into here; but for a practical demonstration that the Church 
made the right choice one need only compare the books of our New Testament 
with the various early documents collected by M. R. James in his Apocryphal 
New Testament (1924), or even with the writings of the Apostolic Fathers, to 
realise the superiority of our New Testament books to these others. 


A word may be added about the 'Gospel according to the Hebrews' which, as 
was mentioned above, Origen listed as one of the books which in his day were 
disputed by some. This work, which circulated in Transjordan and Egypt among 
the Jewish Christian groups called Ebionites, bore some affinity to the canonical 
Gospel of Matthew. Perhaps it was an independent expansion of an Aramaic 
document related to our canonical Matthew. It was known to some of the early 
Christian Fathers in a Greek version. 


Jerome (347-420) identified this 'Gospel according to the Hebrews' with one 
which he found in Syria, called the Gospel of the Nazarene, and which he 
mistakenly thought at first was the Hebrew (or Aramaic) original of Matthew. It 
is possible that he was also mistaken in identifying it with the gospel according 
to the Hebrews; the Nazarene Gospel found by Jerome (and translated by him 
into Greek and Latin) may simply have been an Aramaic translation of the 
canonical Greek Matthew. In any case, the Gospel according to the Hebrews and 
the Gospel of the Nazarenes both had some relation to Matthew, and they are to 
be distinguished from the multitude of apocryphal Gospels which were also 
current in those days, and which have no bearing on our present historical study. 
These, like several books of apocryphal 'Acts,' and similar writings, are almost 
entirely pure romances. One of the books of apocryphal Acts, however, the 'Acts 
of Paul,’ while admittedly a romance of the second century, is interesting 
because of a pen-portrait of Paul which it contains, and which, because of its 
vigorous and unconventional character, was thought by Sir William Ramsay to 
embody a tradition of the apostle's appearance preserved in Asia Minor. Paul is 
described as 'a man small in size, with meeting eyebrows, with a rather large 
nose, bald-headed, bowlegged, strongly built, full of grace, for at times he 
looked like a man, and at times he had the face of an angel

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Introduction 


This Ebook is intended to give a one-stop-shop explanation of how you can 
teach yourself New Testament Greek (also called *Koine Greek"). 


In the 1970’s, I attempted to teach myself Biblical Greek, one of the facultative 
courses of the London Bible College (today, the London School of Theology, 
Northwood, London) so I could help myself with the New Testament in Greek 
as well. I became ill and did postpone indefinitely this study. Meanwhile, I used 
other tools, books by W.E. Vine as the Expository Dictionary of Old and New 
Testament Words (Publishers Fleming H. Revell Company, Old Tappan, New 
Jersey; and, in the latter years, the “Key Word Study Bible” (King James 
Version (Authorized Version), AMG Publishers. 

To lay preachers of house churches I suggest to test out of an entire year of 
Beginner’s Greek (two classes, eight credit hours) and get placed into Greek 
Exegesis 1. Here follows a few things to help you together with a few tips:

Treat it like a job. You can save yourself 8 credit hours worth of tuition 
by teaching yourself, which amounts to several thousand Euros. Pretend that 
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your teaching yourself Greek is a job where you can clock in and get paid. Then 
add what you would save to what you expect to make over the summer. 
i Map out the entire course. I had about two months to work my way 
through the entire 35 chapters of the Basics of Biblical Greek book (listed 
below). I scheduled days on my calendar to do each individual chapter, and 
dates where a friend who knew Greek well could test me (which goes with the 
next tip). If you are just learning Greek for fun (and really want to learn it), set 
some goals and talk to some people who have done it. Like many things in life, 
if you have no ultimate goal in sight, it is easy to drift off and waste all the time 
and effort you put into studying. If you are taking a placement test, find out 
from others what would be wise to study. A friend recommended for me to read 
the Didache in Greek for practice and because they sometimes used portions of 
that on the test I took. 

Find some sort of accountability. One of the reasons I gave up studying 
Greek myself is because I had no stake in the game-no fire under my butt to 
make sure I got the work done and did it well. To change that, I paid a friend to 
test me several times in order to force me to keep up with my work. 

Study often and study consistently. Taking a week or even a weekend 
Off can set you back in your studies. Put some flashcards or a sheet with 
paradigms listed in your pocket and pull them out when in traffic, waiting for an 
appointment, etc. Try to not take too much time off from studying. If you need a 
break, try to at least review some of the basics and things you learned most 
recently for at least 10-15 minutes every few days. You will be glad you did! 

Work smarter, not harder. Keep acheat-sheet with paradigms and 
vocab cards in your pocket, and study them every chance you get. Listen to 
audio in the car (see recommendations below) or find good YouTube videos to 
teach you. The two laminated reference sheets below (each around $5-7 on 
Amazon) will be the best $10-$14 you have ever spent, and will save you 
countless hours flipping around in your text books. 

Remember that your goal is to know God's Word. Spending a 
ridiculous amount of hours memorizing vocabulary words and parsings for a 
dead language can be discouraging! Remember that the God of the universe 
chose to reveal himself to humanity through his Word, and that the words you 
translate (or will translate) are the very Words of God. Take joy that you have 
the privilege to study God's Word at such a deep level—it is something people 
all over the world would love to have the opportunity to do. Also, if you are 
struggling with the language, know that God's acceptance of you does not 
depend on your parsing skills or mastery of grammar-it depends on the finished 
work of Christ on the cross.

Vocabulary Builder Series)* If you look at the tips section below, you will see 
the importance of knowing vocabulary. Keep in mind the CD-Rom that comes 
with the Mounce text comes with a computer program that can test vocab. There 
are now phone apps as well. 

Sing and Learn New Testament Greek: The Easiest Way to Learn 
Greek Grammar.* The track on prepositions on this CD is worth the price of 
the CD alone. I think that track is still in my iTunes “Top 25 Played" playlist 
several years later! Here is a video of a Greek class singing many of the tracks 
on this CD to give you a preview. The CD comes with a booklet with lyrics and 
explanations of concepts that I always found myself going back to. 

Biblical Greek Laminated Sheet (Zondervan Get an A! Study 
Guides). This will make your life SOOOOO much easier. The most important 
things of beginning Greek all on one laminated sheet.

The benefit of getting all of these related items is that they all organize terms, 
vocab, and their approach the same way. It would be confusing and a little 
difficult if you used resources from different people.

Tips for Learning New Testament Greek: 


Know the declensions, paradigms, vocabulary, and how sentences fit 
together (syntax). This is so important! You have to know how the different 
parts of Greek function and how they fit together. When you know the little 
parts by instinct, the whole sentences put themselves together. 

Know vocabulary. I said this before, but it is so important that I thought 
I'd say it again in case it didn't stick the first time. Because not all New 
Testament Greek vocabulary occurs the same number of times in the Bible, 
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make sure you have mastered the words that occur most frequently. Most 
classes/textbooks force you to learn those first and constantly review them. 

Group similar vocab words together, and then study the group to 
note the differences. For example, the word didomi and paradidomi are very 
similar, but not the same. Studying related words together will help you keep 
them straight in your head. 

When translating (for the more advanced), hold off using Bible 
software. Knowing how to use software is great, but it may steal from your 
ability to actually know the language. Do the hard work now, then using 
software in the future will be better because you'll actually know what it all 
means. 

Read a verse or two a day of Greek. Try reading a few verses in Greek 
each day (once you're at a reading level). This will allow you to keep the vocab, 
rules, and syntax fresh without much effort. Little efforts like this over a long 
period of time add up! For students trying to stay fresh in both biblical Hebrew 
and Greek, the book More Light on the Path: Daily Scripture Readings in 
Hebrew and Greek provides just a few verses a day in Greek and Hebrew that 
takes just a few minutes to read.

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Sigma (s, V):There are two forms for the letter Sigma. When written at the end 
of a word, it is written like this: V. If it occurs anywhere else, it is written like 
this: s. 


Upsilon (u):In the above table, we suggest that you pronounce this letter like 
"u" in "put". The preferred pronunciation is actually more like the German "ti" 
as in "Brücke", or like the French "u" as in "tu". If you do not speak German or 


French, don't worry about it, just pronounce it the way the table suggests. 


Xi (c): This is the same sound as "ch" in "Bach", which does not sound like "ch" 
in "chair". The same sound occurs in the Scottish "Loch", as in "Loch Lomond", 
or the German "ach!". 


Dipthongs When two vowels combine to make one sound, it is called a 
dipthong. There are seven dipthongs in Greek: 


CL Like “ai” in “aisle” 

£l Like *ei" in "freight" 

OL Like “oi” in “oil” 

cu Like “ow” in “cow” 

EU Like “e-w” in "Edward" 
ov Like *oo" in "food" 

Ul Like “uee” in “queen” 


The "eu" combination is probably the hardest to learn for most people. It may 
help to take the "ow" sound and say it slowly: if you notice, there are actually 
two sounds in "ow" - it starts out with "ah", then glides to an "oo" sound, "ah- 
oo". Try doing the same with "e" (as in "edward") and "oo" - "e-oo". This is a 
little like the "e-w" in Edward, if you remove the "d". 


Clip and save! You may want to print out this table and glue it to the inside 
cover of your Greek dictionary. If you are ever in doubt about alphabetic order, 
this will help you look up words. If you have difficulty with pronunciation, you 
could also print it out and glue it to the inside of your Greek New Testament. 
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Accents 


Accents tell you which syllable is stressed when the word is pronounced. There 
are three different accents, but by the time of the New Testament, they were all 
pronounced the same. Here are the three kinds of accents, with a Greek word to 
illustrate each: 


acute circumflex grave

Breathings 


The rough breathing is pronounced like an "h", and looks like a backwards 
comma written over a vowel. The smooth breathing is not pronounced at all, and 
looks like a regular comma written over a vowel. Note the difference between 
"en" and "hen": 


smooth rough 
ev EY 
en hen 


There are two marks over the epsilon in "hen"; the first is the rough breathing, 
the second is the accent. 


Iota subscripts 


A vowel at the end of a word will sometimes have an "iota subscript" 
underneath it; here is an alpha with an iota subscript: 


Q 
The iota subscript is not pronounced, but it can be helpful for identifying certain 


grammatical forms that we will learn about later (especially the dative case). 
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Punctuation

Mnemonics for alphabetic order

To be fair, we should mention that there are several different ways to pronounce 
Greek. We are teaching the Erasmian pronunciation for now. At some point in 
the future, we may add pages to teach some of the other pronunciations. Here 
are the main ways that Greek is pronounced: 


e Erasmian pronunciation. This is the pronunciation used here, and is 
probably based on the pronunciation used by a Renaissance scholar 
named Erasmus, who was the main force behind the first printed copies of 
the Greek New Testament. The Erasmian pronunciation is probably 
different from the way Greek was pronounced at the time of the New 
Testament, but it is widespread among scholars, and it has the advantage 
that every letter is pronounced, which makes it easy to grasp the spelling 
of words. 
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e Modern Greek pronunciation. This is the way Greek is pronounced 
today in Greece. Some people prefer to teach this pronunciation for New 
Testament Greek as well. I initially learned. the modern Greek 
pronunciation, but had difficulty learning to spell words, so I switched to 
the Erasmian. Modern Greek pronunciation is probably more similar to 
New Testament Greek pronunciation than Erasmian is, but not identical. 

«e Reconstructed New Testament Greek pronunciation. There are some 
scholarly books which attempt to reconstruct the original pronunciation of 
New Testament Greek, and they have reached the point that there seems 
to be fairly widespread agreement on the original pronunciation. As far as 
I know, nobody ever teaches this pronunciation. Incidentally, since there 
was a large variety of Greek dialects, there was no single way to 
pronounce Greek even in the New Testament era. 

e Fraternity, Physics, and Calculus pronunciation. This is the way your 
physics teacher spoke Greek, and he learned this pronunciation in his 
fraternity. Next time you hear a physics teacher pronounce Greek, laugh 
and look superior.

And in Dutch: The “Statenvertaling (old and new version, the last with only 
grammar differences). In French the Louis Segond (is also been revised). 
These are without the Apocrypha books. 


Of the literally thousands of ancient Bible manuscripts in existence (more than 
any other ancient text), 95% of them all say the same thing; that is, they "agree" 
and bear witness to each other. These are referred to as the Majority Texts. Of 
these Majority Texts, the Greek New Testament manuscripts are referred to as 
the Textus Receptus and the Old Testament Hebrew Manuscripts are referred to 
as the Ben Chayyim Massoretic Texts. From these was the King James Version 
translated word for word. 


The remaining 5% of those manuscripts, the Minority Texts, not only disagree 
with the Majority Texts, but they also disagree WITH EACH OTHER. In other 
words, each one stands alone, having no witness to their faithfulness. Hence, 
they are totally unreliable. Among these texts are: the horrific Greek translation 
of the Old Testament known as The Septuagint (LXX) and the Alexandrian Texts 
created by heretics in Egypt, the Sinaiticus which was found in a waste bin 
in the Catholic St. Catherine's Monastary, the Vaticanus which was created by 
the Vatican, fifty different versions created by Roman Emperor Constantine, the 
Ben Stuttgart and Ben Asher Masoretic Texts of the Old Testament created by 
heretics in Europe, parts of the Dead Sea Scrolls created by the Essenes (an 
ancient Jewish cult), and several others. From these came the Catholic Latin 
Vulgate of Jerome and later the Catholic Duoay-Rheims Bible (created by Jesuits 
as a counter offensive against the King James Version). From all of these came 
the new versions: 


e Revised Version by Satanists Westcott and Hort, founders of the Hermes 
Club and members of famed Russian witch Madam  Blavatsky's 
Theosophy cult

e New World Translation of the Jehovah's Witnesses, written by Senior 
Jesuits Jose Maria Bover and A. Merk 

e New International Version (which is based heavily on the Jehovah's 
Witnesses' version)

the profanity filled Living Bible and its afterbirth New Living Translation 
(which are paraphrased perversions whose author Kenneth Taylor, 
according to Time Magazine 24 July1972 paragraph 7, has lost the ability 
to speak), 

and virtually every other new version produced from the 1800's onward. 


All of the new versions of the Bible have one thing in common: they ALL 
disagree with the King James Version which is translated from the Majority 
Texts. The new versions omit and alter TENS OF THOUSANDS of words and 
even whole verses. They do so for two reasons: 1)The translators used the 
Minority Texts which omit and alter the Greek and Hebrew words, 2)The 
translators do not believe in the words found in the text which they have altered 
or omitted. 


Here are just three examples. We'll use the NIV for example, as it is one of the 
most corrupt of the new versions. 
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1 JOHN 5:7 


e KJV: For there are three that bear record in heaven: the Father and the 
Word and the Holy Ghost, and these three are one. 
e NIV: OMITTED 


(The NIV's footnote, that this verse is not contained in early manuscripts, is an 
outright bald faced lie. It is simply not contained in their Minority Texts.) 


ISAIAH 14:12 


e KJV: How art thou fallen from heaven, O Lucifer, son of the morning! 
»« NIV: How you have fallen from heaven, O morning star, son of the dawn! 


(The title of "Morning Star" belongs to Jesus: "I Jesus...am the bright and 
Morning Star", Revelation 22:16. "Lucifer", which is 'Haylel' in Hebrew, has 
nothing to do with a star or the morning. In essence, the NIV is insisting that it 
was JESUS - not Lucifer - who was fallen from heaven. In other words, Jesus 
didn't COME DOWN to earth, He was CAST DOWN!) 


REVELATION 13:17 


e KJV: And that no man might buy or sell, save he that had the mark, OR 
the name of the beast, OR the number of his name. Here is wisdom. 

e NIV: So that no man could buy or sell unless he had the mark, WHICH IS 
the name of the beast or the number of his name. This calls for wisdom. 


(By changing "OR" to "WHICH IS", the NIV invented a new doctrine - that 
"666" is the mark of the beast. But contrary to this, the Biblical text refers to 
three distinct things: 


e 1) the mark of the beast, 

e 2) the name of the beast, 

e 3) the number of the beast's name, which is six hundred sixty six - not "6- 
6-6". 


This means that the mark of the beast and the number of the beast's name are 
two different things! Sadly, deceived Christians won't be looking for it because 
they think 6-6-6 is the mark.) 


It would take an entire book to list all of the horrendous errors - and in fact there 
are literally thousands of such books available. The same goes for all of the 
other new versions. Now, on to the laughable contention that the King James 
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Version is harder to read than the new versions. Before I refute that belief, let 
me ask, would you swallow a gelatin capsule full of poisonous hemlock simply 
because it is easier to swallow than a grainy and bulky Vitamin C tablet? Of 
course not! Would you swallow a bottle of bleach simply because it says "milk" 
on the bottle? No! So why would you just accept any old book to be the Word of 
God merely because it is easier to swallow and says "Holy Bible" on the cover? 
The truth is that the King James Version is NOT harder to read. In fact, it is the 
easiest-to-read Bible version on the market! Here is the proof. 


The Flesch-Kincaid and the Gunning-Fog systems, which are used to test the 
grade level readability of school text books, rates The King James Version as an 
over-all 5th grade level book, The NKJV and NASB as an over-all 6th grade 
level book, and The NIV as an over-all 7th grade level book! 


In fact, the King James Version is not only easier to read than new versions, it 
has a vocabulary and reading level which slowly builds progressively from 
Genesis (4th grade) to Matthew (6th grade) to Revelation (7th grade level). 
However, the new versions, such as the famed "easier to read" NIV, goes from 
Genesis (5th grade) to Matthew (an impossible 16th grade level!) back down to 
Revelation (8th grade). 


The reason the King James Version appears to be more difficult is because of 
some words and word forms no longer used in American English, such as thee, 
ye, justifieth, etc. However, this is because American English DOES NOT 
CONTAIN SUITABLE HEBREW AND GREEK EQUIVILLENTS. For 
example, the word "ye" means "you - plural" AT ALL TIMES. It is totally 
WRONG to translate "ye" as "you". The closest we have to YE in modern 
English is the slang Y'ALL (you-all), or EVERYONE, or ALL OF YOU. But 
even these words fall short. The biblical text INSISTS upon a distiction between 
you-singular and you-plural, therefore a true English translation MUST contain 
separate and distinct words for you-singular and you-plural. Modern English 
simply has no such thing, therefore we MUST tolerate the old forms of thee/thou 
and ye. Jesus did not tell Nicodemus "THOU (you) must be born again,” but "YE 
(you all) must be born again” - that is, EVERYONE, not just Nicodemus, must 
be born again. 


The King James is so explicit and expressive that it leaves the reader with NO 
DOUBT as to it's meaning and leaves NO ROOM for false interpretation. But 
do not confuse difficult WORDS with a difficult SUBJECT. The Bible is 
teaching heavenly knowledge and THAT - not the words -is hard to 
comprehend. The Bible itself says that It is difficult to understand. For example, 
Peter said the following about the epistles of Paul in 1 Peter 3:15: 
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Even as our beloved brother Paul also - according to the wisdom given unto him 
- hath written unto you, as also in all his epistles, speaking in them of these 
things 


- IN WHICH are some things HARD TO BE UNDERSTOOD, which they that 
are unlearned and unstable wrest [wrestle with] as they do also the other 
Scriptures, unto their own DESTRUCTION. 


Here the Bible clearly tells us that, yes, the Bible IS difficult to understand, and 
yet the authors of the new versions have the gall to insist that they have inside 
knowledge that allows them to present to you a difficult- free, easy-to-read 
"Word of God"! There is a reason that the Lord has made His Word difficult to 
read. It is a safe guard 1) to ensure your salvation, 2) so that you allow only the 
Holy Spirit to interpret, 3) to prove false and corrupt versions, and, 4) to expose 
blasphemous translators. 


If you've got a Bible that is easy to comprehend to the casual reader, you haven't 
got the Word of God! There is only ONE THING throughout the Bible which 
any person can comprehend easily: the Gospel message. EVERYTHING ELSE 
in the Bible is meant ONLY for BELIEVERS. 


So, just how reliable is the Bible and how likely is it that we have God's Word 
today? Aside from the multitudes of biblical promises from God Himself that He 
would always keep His Word intact for all generations, we also have the 
amazing history of God-fearing Jews who have brought us the Word down 
through the ages through a specific and dedicated copying system unequalied in 
all the world for precision: 


e parchment must be made from the skin of a "clean" animal according to 
Old Testament law 

e all aspects of preparation and scribing must be by a Jew only 

e the skins must be fastened together by strings taken from lawfully clean 
animals 

e each column must have no less than forty-eight, nor more than sixty lines 

e the entire copy must be first lined 

e the ink must be of no other colour than black 

e the ink must be prepared according to a special recipe 

e no word nor letter could be written from memory 

e the scribe must have an authentic copy before him 

e no commentary or footnote could be added anywhere on the parchment 

e the scribe must read and pronounce aloud each word before writing it 
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e the scribe must reverently wipe his pen each time before writing the word 
for "God" (Elohim) 

e the scribe must wash his whole body before writing the name "Jehovah" 
(LORD in our King James Bibles) 

e strict rules were given concerning forms of the letters, spaces between 
letters, words and sections, the use of the pen, the colour of the 
parchment, etc 

e the revision (to correct any errors) of a roll must be made within thirty 
days after the work was finished; otherwise it was worthless 

e one mistake on a sheet condemned the entire sheet 

e if three mistakes were found on any page, the entire manuscript was 
condemned 

e every letter was counted by a team of scribes 

e every word was counted by a team of scribes 

e each part of the text was written on a specific day of the year so that the 
entire text was transcribed within one Jewish calendar year 

e ifa letter was omitted, or if an extra letter was inserted, or if two letters 
touched one another, the manuscript was condemned and destroyed at 
once 


I could go on and on with textual criticism, verse comparison, exposing of the 
treasonous beliefs of the new versions' translators, etc; but the information 
provided here is more than sufficient to convince an honest Christian of the 
faithfulness of the King James Version and the heresy of the new versions. 
Remember, if you have a false Bible then you have a false Christ. If you have a 
false Christ then you have a false salvation. If you have a false salvation then 
your eternity is going to be as fiery as the one which awaits the new bible 
translators! It is written: 


For I testify unto every man that heareth the words of the prophecy of this Book: 
If any man shall add unto these things, God shall add unto him the plagues that 
are written in this Book; and if any man shall take away from the words of the 
Book of this prophecy, God shall take away his part out of the Book of Life, and 
out of the Holy City, and from the things which are written in this Book.

The verse is important nowadays in this new world to avoid misunderstanding 
between believers and unbelievers, Christians and non-Christians. We all live in 
the same one world, God's world and universe, and together we are God's 
children and heirs.

Recognizing the Conditions of “If” or “ei” 


ec: 


There are two parts of a conditional sentences (or, a sentence with an “if” 
clause) 


The two parts are: 


a) The subordinate clause, or “if? clause which states a supposition or 
condition 


b) The principle clause, or “conclusion” clause, which states the result 
if the “if”? clause is fulfilled. 


Example: “If you get there early (this is the subordinate or “if” clause) 


then you will get a good seat (this is the principle or conclusion 
clause)" 


The Greek word ei is translated into English as “if’, or "whether." This word 
will be found in the first part or the subordinate clause of a conditional sentence. 
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The Greek word an is an untranslated word whose presence in a clause 
introduces the element of contingency. It will be found in the second part or the 
principle clause of a conditional sentence. 


Here is an example from the Greek interlinear: 
ei ek tou  kosmou hte 


If of the world you were 


o kosmos an to idion  efelei 
the world would its own have loved. 
First Class Condition — View point of Reality 


This is ei plus indicative mood with conclusion clause in any mood and any 
tense. 


This is the viewpoint of reality. It means “if, and it is assumed to be true" or “f, 
and I know it is true." 


Examples: 

“But if you are led by the Spirit, you are not under law.” (Galatians 5:18) 

“If you really knew me, you would know my Father as well." (John 14:7) 

“If you are the Son of God, tell these stones to become bread." (Matthew 4:3) 
“If you are the Son of God, throw yourself down." (Matthew 4:6) 


In each of the above cases the subordinate clause, or the “if” clause is assumed 
to be true by the speaker. So Paul tells the Galatians, "If you are led by the 
Spirit and I assume you are, you are not under the law." When Satan is tempting 
Jesus he is saying, “If you are the Son of God, and I know you are, tell these 
stones to become bread." According to this statement Satan was not trying to 
get Jesus to prove to he that he was the Son of God because Satan already knew 
who he was. 
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Second Class Condition — Viewpoint of Unreality 

This is ei plus imperfect tense with conclusion clause an plus imperfect tense. 
This is the viewpoint of unreality. It means, “If, but I know you won't" or “Tf, 
but I know it won’t happen.” 


Examples: 


“If this man were a prophet, he would know who is touching him and what kind 
of woman she is.” (Luke 7:39) 


“If you belonged to the world, it would love you as its own” (John 15:19) 


“If I had not come and spoken to then, they would not be guilty of sin.” (John 
15:22) 


“All this I will give you, if you will bow down and worship me.” (Matthew 4:9) 


Also, ei plus aorist or pluperfect tense with conclusion clause an plus aorist or 
pluperfect tense. 


Examples: 
“Lord, if you had been here, my brother would not have died.” (John 11:32) 


“If the miracles that were preformed in you had been performed in Tyre and 
Sidon, they would have repented long ago in sackcloth and ashes.” (Matthew 
11:21) 


In each of the above cases the subordinate clause, or the “if” clause is assumed 
not to be true or to be impossible by the speaker. So when the Pharisee says “If 
this man were a prophet” he is actually saying, “If this man were a prophet, and 
I know he is not, then he would know who is touching him.” When Satan says, 
“If you will bow down and worship me” he is saying, “If you will bow down 
and worship be but I know that you won’t.” 


Third Class Condition — Viewpoint of Uncertainty 
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This is ei plus Subjunctive mood with conclusion clause in any verb form. This 
is a statement of the unknown because it infers a matter of volition. It means 
“maybe you will or maybe you won’t. 


Examples: 
“If I only touch his cloak, I will be healed." (Matthew 9:21) 


“If we confess our sins he is faithful and just and will forgive us our sins and 
purify us from all unrighteousness.” (First John 1:9) 

In each of the above cases the subordinate clause, or the “if’ clause was 
unknown. The woman did not know if she would get a chance to touch Jesus’ 
cloak even though she was sure of the results if she did. She was saying, 
“Maybe I will and maybe I won’t be able to touch his cloak, but if I do, I will be 
healed. John writes, “If we confess our sins, maybe you will and maybe you 
won't, but if you do he is faithful and just and will forgive us.” These are in the 
class of possibilities and unknown volitional decisions. 


Fourth Class Condition — Viewpoint of Improbability 

This is ei plus the optative mood with conclusion clause an plus optative mood. 
This is speaks of a unlikely future condition. It describes the less probable 
future and the remoteness of the event occurring. It expresses, “if it is true but it 
probably is not", or “I wish it were true, but it is probably not.” 

Examples: 

“But even if you should suffer for what is right, you are blessed." (1 Peter 3:14) 
Peter is saying here, “if you suffer for doing right, but it is highly unlikely". The 


logic that supports this if the fact that both God and men approve of people who 
do good.

The Greek Article 


The Greek language does not have an indefinite article. This means that when 
nouns like maghthV or ’apostoloV are written they mean “disciple” or “apostle” 
or an indefinite disciple or apostle written as “a disciple” or “an apostle”. Since 
this is clear in the Greek it is incorrect to translate it into English with the 
definite article “the” as “the disciple” or “the apostle”. In other words, the 
definite article should not be inserted in the English unless the definite article is 
in the Greek. 


The definite article in English is “the”. This makes the distinction between “a 
book on the shelf" and “the book on the shelf.” If I ask for “a book" then any 
book will do. If I ask for “the book" then I am thinking of and looking for a 
specific book. The definite article in the Greek is used, for example, with the 
word logoV is o. If the Greek text says logoV then the correct translation would 
be “a word" or just “word”. If the Greek text says o logoV then the correct 
translation would be *the word".

Greek verbs are written to show a tense, a voice, and a mood 


1. Tense 
a. Imperfect Tense — conveys continuous or repeated action in past 
time.

Timothy 2:4, *. .. so that he may (successfully) please. . . “ 


ii. Single one time action as in Matthew 5:28, “looks on a 
woman to lust (even once)... “ 


iii. Action wrapped up as a single package as in Luke 
17:4, “If he sins against you seven times a day, and returns to 
you seven times.” In this case “sins” and “returns” include all 
the possible occasions of these acts in one single idea. 


iv. Also in John 2:20, “The temple was built in forty-six 
years.” 


v. Helping words: effectively, successfully, completely, 
even once, ever, as a whole, indeed, in fact, actually, really 
do. 


c. Perfect Tense — conveys completed action in the past with finished 
results still abiding in the present 


i. Indicates that a past event is now completed or it has a 
continuing effect or consequence in the present 


ii. As in Ephesians 2:8-9, “For by grace are you saved" 
which means “For by grace have you been saved in the past 
with the result that you keep on being saved forever." 


ii. | Hebrews 1:4 — “He has inherited [and now still has]. .

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iv. Hebrews 2:9 — “. . .crowned [and now still is] with 
glory and honor. . ." 


v. | Hebrews 12:2 — “and has sat down [and now still is 
seated] at the...” 


vi. The sense most often conveyed by the perfect tense is 


the continuance of the effect of the action (not the action 
itself). 
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vii. John 19:30 — “It is finished!" The perfect tense brings 
out that the results and effects of His sacrificial death are 
anything but over and finished. 


d. Pluperfect Tense — conveys completed action in the past with 
finished results in the past.

i. . Continuous or uninterrupted action is seen in John 15:4, 
“unless it (continuously) abides . . . unless you (continuously 


abide)...“ 
ii. Action that happens over and over again is seen in 
Matthew 10:1, “. . .to (repeatedly ) cast them out, and to 


(over and over again) heal every kind of disease.” 


ii. Customary or habitual action is seen in Matthew 7:12, 
*. . . you (customarily) want people to (customarily) treat 
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you. 
iv. Helping words to express the present tense: 
continuously, repeatedly, over and over again, 
uninterruptedly, constantly, deep on, customarily, habitually. 
f. Future Tense — Action planned for a future time 


i. Asin John 3:36, “Shall not see life." 


2. Voice — expresses relation between the subject of a verb and the verb's 
action 
a. Active Voice 


i. The subject causes or produces the action of the verb 
ii. “TI throw the ball” 
iii. As in Acts 16:31, “Believe in the Lord Jesus, and 


you will be saved.” In this verse the verb “believe” is in the 
active voice which means the subject of the sentence which 
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is “you” or the Philippian jailer, causes or produces the 
action of the verb “believe.” 


b. Middle Voice 


i. The subject is involved in the action, most often in the 
interest of the subject itself. 


ii. As in John 15:16, “You have not chosen me, but I 
have chosen you." The verb “have chosen" in the middle 
voice indicates that this verse means, “You nave not chosen 
me for your benefit, but I have chosen you for my benefit." 


c. Passive Voice 
i. The subject receives the action of the verb 
il. Asin Ephesians 2:8, *By grace are you saved" 


iii. The subject “you” receives the action of the verb 
“are saved" but the subject is not active in causing the verb. 


iv. Notice the active voice in Acts 16:31 above 
combined with passive voice in Ephesians 2:8 indicates that 
when you “believe” (active voice of Acts 16:31) then you 
receive salvation (passive voice of Ephesians 2:8) 


. Mood - refers to the manner in which an action is conceived by the 
speaker The four moods show the way an action is to be regarded: fact, 
potential action, command, wish. 

a. Indicative Mood - is the mood of reality 


i. It indicates that the verb really happened, at least in 
the mind of the speaker. 


ii. Asin John 1:1, “In the beginning was the word." 
b. Subjunctive Mood - is the mood of potential 
i. It indicates that the verb could potentially happen 


ii. John 14:31, “Come now, let us leave." 
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ili. “Jesus died (indicative mood) that all might 
(subjunctive mood) saved. 


c. Imperative Mood - is the mood of command 


i. Verbs in the imperative mood carry the force of a 
command 


ii. As in First Corinthians 11:24, “Do this in 
remembrance of me.” 


iii. “Persecute you.” 
d. Optative Mood — is the mood expressing a wish or desire 


i. | As in Second Thessalonians 3:5, “May the Lord 
direct your hearts into God's love and Christ's 
perseverance."

i. ‘It has an air of perplexity or possibility. 
Combinations of Tenses and Moods 
Present Imperative 


Orders or commands that are expected to have continuous or repeated 
application are given in the present tense. Therefore, the present imperative 
essentially means, “Follow this command as often as the situation or need 
arises." 


1. Second Corinthians 13:5 — “Test yourselves to see if you are in the faith; 
examine yourselves!" 

2. 1 Corinthians 16:13 — “Be. . .stand. . .act. . .be. . .” (each bring out the call 
to a long-term commitment conveyed by this tense. 

3. Present imperative commits you to a process. 


a. usually relates to a more general and recurring situation. 


b. calls for a long-term way of doing something. 
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c. focuses on the broader consideration of life-style. 
Aorist Imperative 


This moves away from the call to a long-term commitment of the present 
imperative to the call for a specific and definite decision. 


1. John 15:4 - “Abide in Me,” is not primarily dealing with a future 
kind of life-style, but rather with a call for a definite preference 
regarding fellowship with Himself. 

2. Aorist imperative compels you to a choice. 

a. usually relates to a particular and specific situation. 
b. calls for a decisive choice to effectively accomplish an action. 
c. focuses on decision. 


Negative present Imperative 


In the majority of cases, the negative present imperative has the meaning “Stop 
doing this!" 


e John 20:17 — “Do not touch Me.” Does not say “Do not touch me at all,” 
but, says, “Stop touching Me." 


Negative Aorist Imperative (Subjunctive) 


Has a different focus than the negative present imperative. Negative present 
imperative stresses on forbidding that an action continue. Negative aorist 
imperative lays the stress on the action never happening at all. 


» 2 Timothy 1:8, “therefore do not be ashamed [never at any time] of the 
testimony of our Lord." 


Parsing Verbs 


Every verb has a stem or root word that identifies the meaning of the verb. This 
stem serves as the unit upon which the verb tenses are built. Different endings 
are attached to the stem to express the following information: 


1. Tense 
2. Voice

. Mood 
. Person (as in first, second or third person) 
. Number (as in singular or plural)

There are thirty-two more forms of legw that include legomena which is 
accusative neuter plural participle present passive, legomenh which is 
nominative feminine singular participle present passive and others. 
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This is just one Greek word with a introductory look at its forms. Imagine the 
enormous amount of information is needed to know and understand all of the 
Greek words and their parsing. This is a job for a Greek scholar. Fortunately 
many Greek scholars have put their knowledge and research in books and other 
study tools that can assist us in understanding more of the scriptures. 


Greek Study Tools 


There are books and study aids available for the believer to assist them in Bible 
study. It is important to realize both our limitations in our own personal 
knowledge of Greek but at the same time the inexhaustible supply of resources 
we have available to study Greek. There has never been a time before in history 
that so many accurate study tools written by a variety of thoroughly trained 
Greek scholars have been readily available for a believer who wanted to gain 
insight into God’s written revelation. Here are some of the Greek study tools: 


1. Greek Text — Scholars have worked through all the appropriate Greek 
manuscripts to produce the best Greek New Testament. There will be 
footnotes explaining which manuscripts or papyri were used to defend 
their chosen text. The footnotes will also include alternative readings 
called textual variants. 

2. Greek/English Interlinear — A translator has taken the Greek text and 
translated each line word for word into English. 

3. Greek Grammars — A text book by a Greek teacher that takes you step 
by step through the process of learning the Greek language. 

4. Greek Concordance — Scholars have taken every Greek word in the 
Greek New Testament and listed them in alphabetical order along with 
each of its scripture references. The portion of the scripture with the word 
in it is shown. 

5. English Concordance — Each English word from a particular translation 
is listed alphabetically along each of its scripture references. A portion of 
the verse is written out showing how the word is used. 

6. Greek Lexicon — Is a dictionary but more. A lexicon will also provide 
examples of how the word was used in other writings near the time of the 
New Testament. The entry in the lexicon will cite writers such as 
Josephus, Herodian, Tacitus, Socrates and hundreds more to give a full 
sense of the meaning and what the word meant to those who heard it 
2,000 years ago. Newer lexicons will also site examples from the papyri 
and recent manuscript discoveries. 

7. Greek Dictionary — A Greek Dictionary can provide a simple one to 
three word definitions which is good for a quick reference. Also, Greek 
Dictionaries can become several volumes as each piece of evidence is 
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referenced, discussed and brought to a theological and scriptural 
definition. These are useful for more controversial verses and topics. 

8. Greek Reference Sets — Are similar to commentaries but the author 
focuses on the exegetical work from the meaning of the Greek and 
linguistic insights. 

9. Other Reference Tools — Other books that are useful are word study 
books, lexical aids, linguistic keys, and reference works that help bring 
the Greek New Testament a little closer to the reader.

Strong’s Concordance and Key Numbers 








James Strong made a concordance that shows every English word in the text of 
the King James Version. Each Greek word in the New Testament (and also, 
each Hebrew and Aramaic word of the Old Testament) is numbered. This way a 
student can look up the English word in Strong’s Concordance, find the verse 
they are referring to then look at the number listed beside the verse. This 
number can be referenced in the back of Strong’s concordance in the simple 
Hebrew dictionary (numbers are in regular straight font) or in the simple Greek 
dictionary (numbers are in italic font). In the dictionaries in the back by 
Strong 's number you will find the: 


Greek word in Greek letters, 

the Greek word transliterated into English letters, 

the pronunciation of the Greek word, 

reference to the base word or related word, 

a brief definition and 

some English words used to translate the Greek word. 
The only skill the student needs is to know the Bible verse and numbers up to 
5624. The same system is used for the Old Testament and Hebrew, but the 


numbers go up to 8674. Strong’s work is based on the best scholarship from the 
1800’s before the huge influx of ancient papyri were discovered and analyzed.

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The Study Process 


When studying the Bible a style of study called ICE was introduced to me by an 
American missionary and Bible teacher at the Brussels Bible Institute (1960), at 
that time the Belgian Gospel Mission. The acronym ICE stands for three areas 
that need to be studied to properly understand a passage of scripture. The three 
areas are isagogics, categories and exegesis. 


The first area, isagogics, is the area of study that is preliminary to the study 
process of scripture because it deals with the literary and external history of the 
Bible. Isagogics is the study of the historical background and the setting the 
scripture was written in. To understand the Bible we must understand the 
people, the place, the purpose and the culture it was written in. We need to hear 
the New Testament letters the way they would have been heard in the first 
century. 


The second area is the categories. No scripture stands alone but must be 
interpreted in a way that allows it to align with the rest of the verses that speak 
to the same subject. This is the classification of Bible doctrine according to the 
subject. Theology is the result of this classification. Many false doctrines, 
heresies and cults could be avoided if this were practiced. The Reformation in 
the 1500’s taught that scripture must be compared with other scripture and must 
be interpreted so as not to contradict other scriptures. By comparing the 
scripture you are studying to scriptures in the same category you will gain 
insight and set boundaries for you interpretation. 


Exegesis, the third area, is the interpretation of the scripture from its original 
language. The goal here is to let the scriptures speak to you by letting their 
language say what it was meant to say. The word exegesis is from the Greek 
word exagw (“exago’’) and is itself made up of two Greek words: ex or ek (“ex- 
”) is a preposition that means “from” or “out of’ and agw (“ago”) means “to 
bear, to bring, to lead". The word exagw then means “to lead out of’. We want 
to practice exegesis which is to lead the meaning out of the words and sentences 
in the Greek New Testament into our soul. The opposite of this is eisogesis 
which is also from a Greek word. This word in the Greek is eisago (“eisago”’) 
but this time the word ago is proceeded by the preposition eiV or eis- (“eis” 
which means “into”. This refers to the practice that comes naturally to us all 
(and we all do this at one time or another at some level) of reading into the 
scripture what we want it to say or what we think it should say or what we 
expect it to say. We do not want to conform the scripture to our cultural pattern 
or to what our minds have decided. Our goal is to hear the scriptures speak to us 
so that we “do not conform any longer to the pattern of this world, but are 
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transformed by the renewing of our mind. Then we will be able to test and 
approve what God's will is." (Romans 12:2) This is the goal of exegesis. This 
is the reason we study and teach using ICE. 


ICE Study 
Isagogics — study the historical background 


Categories — study the scripture in its category 


Exegesis — study scripture in its original language

Ephesians 4:11, 12 says in the New International Version:

The word we want to gain some insight into is the word “prepare” in Ephesians 
4:12. 
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We now turn to the interlinear New Testament and look up the verse:

The word “prepare” in the NIV is translated in this interlinear as “perfecting”. 
Here we get our first look at the Greek word that is being translated. It is the 
word katartismon. The transliteration would be “katartismon”’. 


We now turn to a book called The Greek New Testament Analyzed and look up 
the verb katartismon to find the parsing (tense, voice, mood, etc) and also its 
lexicographic entry or the dictionary form of the word which is the simplest 
form of the word. Here we find this entry: 


11235 Eph. 4:12 katartismon (1) acc. sg. ..... ..... 
katartismoV 
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This tells us the following: 


. Itis the 11,235 entry in this parsing guide 

. It is used in Ephesians 4:12 

. The word we are looking at is katartismon 

. The (1) indicates that this form of the word is used only one time in the 
Greek NT 

5. It is in the accusative which means this is the direct object form of this 
word 

. It is singular and not plural

Before we go to the Linguistic and Exegetical Key, we will first go to a lexicon 
and look up katartismoV, the basic form of this word. Here we find this entry at 
the top of page 336 in Thayer's Lexicon: 


katartismoV, - ou, o, (KatartisiV, q. v.: tinoV eiV ti, Eph. iv. 12. [(Galen, 
al.) 


This entry is not very useful but we do see that this word was used by the 
Roman medical doctor Galen (129-216 AD) who served as the personal 
physician to Marcus Aurelius. The * at the end of the entry indicates all the uses 
of this word have been listed. It only appears in Ephesians 4:12. 


The Linguistic and Exegetical Key is organized by New Testament book, 
chapter and verse. The first word listed under Ephesians 4:12 is katartismoV. 
The entry says: 


katartismoV (#2938) equipping, qualification. The word was a medical 
t.t. for the setting of a bone (BAGD; for the vb. s. TLNT). The noun 
describes the dynamic act by which persons or things are properly 
conditioned. (Barth; Lincoln). 


This entry gives us a number (#2938) but it is not Strong's number. This 
number is from the more recent numbering system called the Goodrick- 
Kohlenberger number. The newer NIV Exhaustive Concordance uses this 
numbering system. The next thing listed is a definition which saying this word 
means “equipping, qualification." Then we read that it was a medical t. t. which 
means it was a technical term (t.t.) used in medicine at that time and referred to 
setting a bone. This would have been why Thayer's says that this word is found 
in the writings of the medical doctor Galen. We are then told that this 
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information comes from BAGD which is a lexicon we discussed above and 
TLNT which is another Lexicon called The Theological Lexicon of the New 
Testament from 1994. Two authors, Barth and Lincoln, tell us that this noun is 
used to describe the dynamic act that properly conditions people or things. 


Wigram’s Greek Concordance looks like this: 
2677 katartismoV, katartismos. 
Eph. 4:12. For the perfecting of the saints 


The Greek concordance will list all the appearances of this word in the Greek 
New Testament. In this case, there is only the one use of katartismoV . We are 
given the biblical reference, the transliteration and the number 2677 which 
keyed to Strong’s English Concordance and dictionary. Also, notice the 
translation of the word as “perfect” in the English. It is in italic in the portion of 
the verse that is given. If we check the King James Translation we will see this 
is how the word was translated. 


“And he gave some, Apostles: and some, Prophets: and some, 
Evangelists: and some, Pastors, and teachers: For the perfecting of the 
Saints, for the work of the ministry, for the edifying of the body of 
Christ.” 


We now look up the word “perfecting” in Strong’s Concordance: 


Perfecting 
2Co.7:1 p. holiness in the fear of God.............. 2006 
Eph. 4:12 For the p. of the saints, forthe............. 2677 


Here we find two entries under “perfecting”. We see the two verses in the 
preferred King James Bible where the word “p.” or “perfecting” is used. We are 
also given Strong's numbers for each of these words. The word “perfecting” is 
the translation of the Greek words numbered 2006 and 2677. Our verse, 
Ephesians 4:12, uses the Greek word 2677. So in the same book, Strong’s 


Concordance, we turn to the Greek Dictionary in the back and look up 2677: 


2677  katartismoV — katartismos, kat-ar-tis-mos’; from 2675; 
complete furnishing (obj.): - perfecting 
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Strong 's dictionary shows us the Greek word, the transliteration and, for the first 
time, we see how the Greek word is pronounced. It also tells us that this word is 
a form of the word numbered 2675 that means “complete furnishing”. We can 
look up the page in Strong’s to find the word numbered 2675 which is katartizw 
means “fit, frame, mend, perfect or perfectly join together, prepare or restore 
and comes from a root word that means to complete thoroughly.” In the entry 
for the word we are studying, 2677 kataprismoV, Strong’s dictionary gives the 
word meaning to me “perfecting”. 


We can also look up the King James translation “perfecting” in Vine’s 
Dictionary. There is a section in Vine’s for the English words “perfection, 
perfecting and perfectness”. Then all the Greek words that are translated into 
these English word in the King James are listed. They include the Greek nouns: 
katartisiV, katartismoV, teleiwsiV and teleioth V; and the Greek verb telesforew. 


Under the word we are looking at, katartismoV, we find this information: 


katartismos (katartismoV) denotes, in much the same way as No. 1, a 
fitting or preparing fully, Eph. 4:12. 


When we look katartismoV up in the index of Brown's Dictionary we find it is 
listed with the word artioV and its many derivatives. Brown's begins the 
discussion of artioV from the time of its use in Classic Greek (CL): 


CL  artios and its derivatives come from the root ar- which indicates 
appropriateness, suitability, usefulness, aptitude. ^ Arfios accordingly 
means suitable, appropriated, fitting a situation or requirements; hence 
also respectively, normal, perfect, sound in physical, intellectual, oral and 
religious respects. IN mathematics it is used to describe what is straight 
and to denote even numbers. The oldest derivative in classic Greek (apart 
from the Homeric artyo) is the verb katartizo, to put in order, restore, 
furnish, prepare, equip. These various meanings have a common origin in 
the basic meaning to make suitable, make fitting. Katartismos and 
katartisis mean restoration. 


Brown's Dictionary then begins a discussion of the use of the word in the 
Septuagint (LXX), the Greek translation of the Old Testament: 


OT The LXX uses katartizo 19 times, and it stands for no fewer than 9 
different | Hebrew words... 
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Brown’s Dictionary then discusses the use of the word in the New Testament 


(NT): 


NT Of this group of words only katartizo is used at all frequently in the 
NT (13 times), while artios (2 Tim.3:17), katartisis (2 Cor. 13:9), and 
katartismos (Eph.4:12) occur only once each.

At Matt. 4:21 and Mk. 1:19, katartizo is found in the secular 
sense of repairing fishing nets. In addition to this, the NT also 
uses katartizo in the same way as the LXX: the meaning here is 
to prepare (Heb.10:5, a citation of Ps. 40:6; Matt. 21:16, citing 
Ps. 8:3 LXX; Rom. 9:22), to establish, to form (Heb.11:3), to 
equip (Heb. 13:21; 1 Pet.5:100. As in the OT, God is the 
subject of sentences which express his power to strengthen and 
establish. 


Of particular importance are those passages in which artios 
and its derivatives are used in connexion with the preparation 
and equipment of the believer and the church, for the service of 
God and their fellow-men. The adj. artios occurs only at 2 Tim. 
3:17, together with the perfect pass. Participle exertismenos. . . 
artios here does not imply perfection, as was originally thought, 
doubtless because of the variant reading teleios, perfect, in 
Codex D. Rather it refers to the state of being equipped for a 
delegated task. So too, in Eph. 4:12 katartismos refers to the 
preparation of the church for becoming perfect, but not to this 
perfection itself, as can be seen from the use of feleios 
(complete, mature). . . The terms artios and katartismos thus 
have not so much a qualitative meaning as a functional one. 


Kittel’s Theological Dictionary has a paragraph that says: 


Along the same lines katartismoV is used at Eph. 4:12, in the context of 
the edifying of the body of Christ, to denote the equipment of the saints for the 
work of ministry. The establishment of the community in work for the kingdom 
of God in the widest sense thus constitutes for Paul a material precondition of 
the upbuilding and consequently the actualization of the community. 
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Wuest writes in his Word Studies in the Greek New Testament about Ephesians 
4:12: 


These gifted men are given the Church “for the perfecting of the saints.” The 
word “perfecting” is katartizo, “to equip for service.” These gifted men are to 
specialize in equipping the saints for “the work of the ministry,” that is, for 
ministering work, in short, Christian service. This is in order that the Body of 
Christ, the Church, might be built up, by additions to its membership in lost 
souls being saved, and by the building up of individual saints.”
